Romulus' top administrator has 
taken a strong stand against special 
assessments to pay for maintenance 
of county drains in his community. , 

Mayor James C. Stewart called 
“outrageous” a practice by the 
Wayne County Drain Com- 
missioner’s office of assessing 
taxpayers for work not performed 
on county drains. 

"In the past 10 years, we’ve only 
seen drain crews in Romulus a 
couple of times," Stewart said. 
"Now the assessment program is 
here ripping us off for work never 
done." 

It was learned during a public 
hearing before the Michigan House 
Drainage Committee that fully 78- 
percent of special assessments 
charged residents in drainage 
districts for "drain maintenance” 
goes for "administrative costs"

while the remaining 22 percent of the 
levy covers the cost of actual work 
done. 

"We don’t see the results of this 
work in the Downriver area," 
Stewart said. "The water’s still as 
high as it’s ever been in Romulus, 
despite the special assessments." 

Several area communities, in- 
cluding Canton, Huron, and Van 
Buren townships, have actively 
opposed the drain tax levy. Their 
persistence paid off when township 
officials pursuaded the House 
drainage committee to hold a 
hearing. 

During the hearing, held in the 
Canton Township Hall, at least one 
Romulus resident complained about 
the rising tax levies on her farm and 
cited assessments for drain main- 
tenance not done.

The campaign for Romulus’ June 
14 millage election has yet to of- 
ficially begin, however, Joel Carr, 
principal of Romulus High School, 
has been named the head of the 
administrative team which will 
campaign in behalf of a five-mill tax 
increase along with a 10-mill 
renewal question. 

According to Supt. James Gar- 
field, Carr will be naming a citizens' 
advisory committee in the near 
future to coordinate the campaign. 

A board election for seats held by 
Trustees Jack Bath and Hulen Yates 
also is scheduled foi* that date, 
however, administrative personnel 
will not be campaigning in behalf of 
board candidates. 

At stake in the "money race" is 
nearly 40 percent of the district’s 
27.66-mill operating levy. The ad- 
ditional funds are being sought to 
neutralize an anticipated $1 million 
budget deficit which will ac- 
cumulate even if the 10-mill 
operating levy is renewed 

Garfield earlier had recom- 
mended the five-mill package, 
designed to raise $915,000 for 
operations next year. 

Voters will decide whether they 
are willing to authorize the ex- 
penditure of some $2.75 million for 
school operations during the terms 
of the two millage proposals. 

In addition to the anticipated 


$915,000 to be raised by the five-mill 
increase, the 10-mill renewal means 
some $1.83 million for school 
operations. 

The operating budget for next 
year is anticipated at $10.7 million, 
but without the five-mill increase, 
revenues would total only $9.7 
million. 

Garfield refused to make any 
official comment on the millage 
question when contacted Monday, 
other than to indicate who would be 
in charge of the campaign. 

Complicating the millage vote this 
year is the upcoming negotiations 
with the Romulus Education 
Association (REA). 

Though the REA recently settled 
its teacher contract with the district, 
the contract was to run for only one 
year as part of the compromise for 
settlement. 

In addition to the teachers, ad- 
ministrators also will be negotiating 
with at least one other employee 
union during the summer. 

However, according to ad- 
ministrators, the tax increase 
request is not designed to cover 
added personnel costs in the district, 
but to compensate for a reduction in 
the net worth of a school mill. 

The "value” of a mill in the 
district dropped by an estimated 15 
percent due to a change in state tax 
Laws which allow businesses to 
eliminate personal property* from 
millage consideration in a school 
district and community. 


Stewart’s answer to the county 
drain assessment is to pursue a 
course for Romulus independent of 
county drain operations. 

"We’re still working on the super 
drain,” the mayor said. "Once that’s 
completed, Romulus will be in 
charge of its own work, and citizens 
won’t have to suffer under the tax 
plan." 

However, Romulus needs the 
cooperation of the drain com- 
missioner’s office to get its own 
drain program under wav. 

County employees currently are 
working on legal drafts of 
agreements between Romulus, the 
Wayne County Road Commission 
and Huron Township to finance a 
study that is needed before work can 
begin on drain construction.

A Romulus resident is in jail 
pending examination on charges 
that he murdered a Wayne man 
during a robbery of a Romulus 
service station April 5. 

Charles Boyer Jr., 25, has been 
accused of the bludgeon slaying of 
Clarence R. St. Charles, 23. 

Boyer was arrested the day after 
St. Charles was found in a locked

According to the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department, St. Charles 
was beaten to death with a heavy 
wrench. Some $2,000 in weekend

Charles, has been an employee with 
the Speedway company for three 
years 

The suspect was arraigned on the 
murder charge on April 6 in 34th 
District Court.

Mayor keeps promise 

'Hold-the-line' 
budget goes 

to city council

Romulus Mayor James C. Stewart 
has presented the city council with 
his "hold-the-line” budget for fiscal 
1976-77. 

Stewart said he has established a 
budget that will finance a $7 million 
municipal program with the same 
12.5-mill levy now in effect. Included 
in the 12.5 mills are 9.5 mills for 
general operations. The remaining 
three mills are earmarked for water 
and sewer projects. 

"We can operate like we did last 
year," Stewart told The Romulus 
Homan. "There is enough revenue in 
the budget to maintain the same 
services, but not any extras.” 

Stewart termed his budget 
"balanced” just before presenting it 
to the council for approval. 

Under the city charter, the council 
has the final say on city spending. 

Last year the council adopted a 
budget that included a provision 
whereby four mills were transferred 
to the general operating levy from 
the city’s water and sewer debt 
retirement levy. The council later 
learned the city had sufficient 
surplus revenue through its general 
levy to cover payments on the water 
and sewer debt without the millage 
transfer. The millage shift, which 
was not rescinded, resulted in a 
better than 80-percent increase in 
local revenue for city services. 

The mayor said he wasn’t sure 
whether he would continue the same 
practice. During his siK£-p"ul

Although criticized by the presait 
mayor, the plan has been declared 
legal, since the city is empowered to 
levy up to 10 mils without voter 
approval. 

The reduction of the water and 
sewer levy by four mills and the 
subsequent increase of the general 
operating levy by the same amount 
brought the city’s total operating 
millage to 9.5 mills during 1975-76. 

In an earlier interview, Stewart 
had indicated his budget would not 
include any massive new programs, 
but would be a plan to check spen- 
ding for the most part.

Belleville’s city fathers are

According to Mayor Justin 
Emerson, work has begun to Juggle 
the city’s limited resources with an 
eye toward continuing to offer an 


optimum number of services at a 
minimal cost. 

“We’d like to keep the budget at 
the present 16-mill operating levy 
this year,” Emerson said.

According to Elwell School 
Principal William Chizmar, the 
drawing will feature a quilt, 
made by Lola Manning, a parent 
volunteer who is helping sixth 
grade students finance a cam- 
ping experience during the May 
10-14 period. 

More than 1,000 raffle tickets 
will be sold at a cost of 50 cents 
each by the sixth graders who 
will be enjoying what Chizmar 
terms an “outdoor learning 
experience” near Wolverine, 
Mich., some 240 miles north of 
Belleville. 

“The camping experience

$500 to finance bus transportation 
to the camp. 

Two buses will be needed to 
make the trek and will have to 
stand by during the 5-day cam- 
ping program for the students. 

While students have been 
working to raise funds for the 
trip, the Bicentennial quilt came 
as an unexpected surprise. 

“Mrs. Manning made the quilt 
strictly on a volunteer basis and 
donated it to the students,” 
Chizmar said. “All the students 
and faculty members are ap- 
preciative of her work.” 

The quilt, which includes a 
number of Bicentennial theme 


designs made with a quilting 
pencil, will be raffled in con- 
junction with the annual Elwell 
School carnival scheduled from 5 
to 9 p.m. April 30 at the school. 

The carnival will be operated 
by the Elwell Elementary School 
Parent-Teacher Organic* gpi to 
raise funds for playground 
equipment. 

Featured as part of the car- 
nival are games for all ages of 
youngsters and adults and food at 
nominal prices.

Out-county may get 
court branch: Harris 


The Wayne County commissioner 
serving Romulus predicts that an 
out-county Circuit Court function 
will be a reality this year. 

Commissioner Edgar L. Harris, 
who has begun a series of “in- 
formational meetings” in Romulus, 
told a gathering at a recent session 
that the county will be asking for a 
grant from the Michigan Office of 
Criminal Justice Programs to 
finance a test out-county circuit 
court branch which could handle all 
but trial work outside of Detroit. 

“Romulus, Taylor, Westland and 
the Downriver corridor are among 
the possible locations discussed for 
the branch,” Harris said “Im- 
plementation of this program would 
be a real asset to my district.” 

The out-county Circuit Court 
concept has been discussed for 
several years at the Board of 
Commissioners' level, but has been

stalled by state laws which require 
courts for a county to remain in that 
county’s seat. 

The Wayne County seat is the City 
of Detroit. 

Some speculation has arisen about 
such a court when the full board 
discussed the possibility of building 
a Wayne County Jail annex in the 
out-county area, most likely in 


Westland just across Van Born Road 
from Romulus. 

Officials in Westland and 
surrounding communities gave a 
tentative endorsement to the jail 
plan for that community if an out- 
county services bureau, including a 
Circuit Court branch, were built in 
conjunction with it 

The grant discussed by Harris 
would come from the Federal Law' 
Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration (LEAA) which 
provides seed money to com- 
munities and governmental bodies 
to explore means for implementing 
more efficient criminal justice 
programs 

Under the proposal discussed by 
Harris, the commissioner from the 
26th Wayne County District, which 
includes Romulus and Taylor, the 
out-county branch would include 
space for pre-trial conferences for 
prosecutors and defense attorneys 

Such matters now are conducted 
in downtown Detroit and require 
police officers and witnesses from 
the out-county area to travel to 
there 

In addition, Harris envisions a 
process where pleas on cases would 
be taken in the out-county area, 
either by a judge dispatched from 
the City-County Building in Detroit 
or a specially -designated district 
judge 

However, under the plan, full 
trials still would be located in 
Detroit, to comply with state law

“However, I don’t want to make any 
promises that we will just as yet.” 

At the top of the city’s priorities 
for the budget this year is settling a 
contract with Teamsters Local 214, 
which represents the city’s police 
department; continuing the city’s 
block grant community im- 
provement program, and assessing 
citizens’ opinions on joining the 
People’s Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA). 

All three developments will have 
an effect on the budget. 

According to Emerson, the 
Teamsters represent half of the 
city’s work force, and with per- 
sonnel costs covering a majority of 
the budget costs, the results of the 
pending negotiations will have a 
bearing on what the citizens will be 
asked to pay to cover services. 

“We’ve been trying to set up 
meetings with the police union to get 
this thing underway, but have met 
some difficulty,” Emerson said. 
“We’d like to get that under way 
soon.” 

The block grant program, 
designed to continue an urban 
renewal project in the city’s 
downtown area will have to be 
evaluated to determine how much 
“new” improvement the community 
can afford. 

“We’re going to be faced with 
some increased costs in the urban 
renewal project,” Emerson said 
“And depending on what those costs 
are will determine just how much 
latitude we have with the block 
grant.” 

Projected uses for the federal 
funds, which could reach $60,000 this 
year, include not only finalizing 
some aspects of the urban renewal 
project, but also continuing the 
purchase of property adjacent to the 
Belleville City Hall for parking, and 
continuing work on an outside water 
meter-reading program started next 
year. 

Though Community Development 
Act funds, which go into the block 
grant, are not part of the general 
operating budget, the more those 
funds can be used to finance 
programs under community 
development, the less pressure there 
will be on the council to spend 
general fund monies, Emerson said 

The third problem faced by the 
city — the PCHA question — could 
have some bearing on the budget 
deliberations, because the council 
will have to determine how it will 
meet a 4 mill tax levy required to 
enter the PCHA. 

“It would cost the city $6,400 to 
join the hospital authority,” 
Emerson said. "And the city just 
doesn’t have that kind of money to 
spend right now. 

“We’re looking at a very tight 
budget projection right now, so 
every added cent counts 

“But the PCHA question is too 
important to the citizens in this 
community to be ignored at this 
time ” 

The present city operating millage 
is 16 mills, or $16 for every $1,000 in 
assessed valuation. 

By comparison, at this time last 
year when the council was exploring 
budget proposals, projected tax 
needs reached 21-mills before the 
council decided to tighten its belt 
enough to keep costs at the 16-mill 
level

Legislation would exempt 
6 professions from control 


At a time when it seems as though 
state regulation of activities never is 
reduced, a local legislator has in- 
troduced a proposal which would 
exempt six already licensed 
professions from state jurisdiction. 

State Sen. William Faust (D-13th 
District) has introduced legislation 
at the State Senate which would 
eliminate what he believes is un- 
necessary licensing of professions 
that have nothing to do with the 
public’s health, or welfare. 

Faust’s proposal w ould put an end 
to licensing myoma ssoiogists 
persons who perform massages 
community planners, sanitarians, 
foresters, landscape architects and 
horologists — watchmakers 

According to the senator “Mast of 
these professions are licensed for no 
apparent reason other than to give

thelicenstes the prestige of having a 
state license hanging on their office 
walls 

While I have high regard for 
persons in each of these professions, 
there is absolutely no reason for 
them to be policed by the state 
“Professions licensed out of 
genuine concern for the public 
health and welfare often are not 
properly policed because the 


Department ol Licensing and 
Regulation is bogged down with so 
many meaningless licenses ” 

Faust added that another of his 
concerns in the action is to reduce 
costs at the state level in an effort to 
overcome what he calls the “ex- 
treme fiscal difficulty of the state.” 

Regarding myomassologists, 
Faust said: “Local ordinances more 
than adequately control this 
profession and give communities the 
ability to control these parlors 
through their own law enforcement. 

“This legislation would provide 
for reductions that would save 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
without placing any strain what- 
soever on the quality of state- 
provided services.”

Drain office 'ripe' 
for investigation

Canton Township Super- 
visor Robert Greenstein's 
accusation recently that 
something "stinks" in the 
Wayne County Drain 
Commissioner's office 
should not be dismissed 
lightly. 

Greenstein charged flatout 
that the drain commission 
office is not — and has not 
been — acting in the best 
interests of county residents. 

He angrily criticized the 
gross lack of concern shown 
the public at the hands of 
Charles Youngblood and his 
staff. 

At a recent drain hearing, 
Greenstein blistered the 
office's legal counsel over 
the merits of increasing 
citizens' drain cleaning 
assessments when, in fact, 
the county has been known 
not to do the work in the first 
place. 

Greenstein was par- 
ticularly incensed over the 
fact that special assessments 
have been tacked onto 
taxpayers' bills without 
notice and that some $20,000 
in drain bills have been 
passed along to Canton 
Township on an at-large 
basis when, in fact. Canton 
handles its own drain work. 

Greenstein is not alone in 
his criticism of the drain 
office's operations. Many 
other county officials are 
questioning the manner in 


which the office "carries out 
its work." 

If, in fact, this office is 
operating as Greenstein and 
others contend it is, then the 
citizens of Wayne County are 
the victims of the biggest rip 
off seen in these parts in a 
long, long time. 

County Commissioner 
Royce Smith said he was 
upset over the office's ob- 
vious "double taxation" 
policies. 

Double taxation? Believe 
it. Chester Pierce, who is the 
counsel for the drain com- 
missioner's office, admitted 
the double tax scheme. He 
said it was only "quasi- 
legal" at best. But, he added, 
it was the only way the drain 
commissioner could fund his 
office. 

Van Buren Township 
Supervisor Elton Gollwitzer 
complained of the office's 
insensitive response — or no 
response at all — to tax- 
payers' complaints regar- 
ding what they claim are 
unwarranted assessments. 
Then there is Belleville 
Mayor Justin Emerson who 
was distressed over the fact 
his community waited in 
vain for two years to have a 
drain unplugged. And then 
when nothing was done, did it 
on its own at a cost of $500. 

These are not isolated 
incidences. They are fast 
emerging as the rule rather 
than the exception. 

Greenstein demanded an 
investigation of the drain 
office by either the state 
legislature or the attorney 
general's office. 

We second that recom- 
mendation. All obviously is 
not right in the drain office. 
Few people really know 
what's going on. 

We are not accusing the 
office of any wrongdoing buf 
we are concerned over the 
manner with which it con- 
ducts its business. There 
simply are too many 
questions that are going 
unanswered. We'd like some 
answers.

Kissinger's foreign policy 
may be losing its appeal 


WASHINGTON - Conservative 
Republicans, who have grown in- 
creasingly distrustful of Henry A. 
Kissinger, may have found a for- 
mula for securing the withdrawal of 
the Secretary of State from the Ford 
administration in the next few 
months, or sooner 

Rightwing whispers that 
Kissinger is a defeatist willing to 
concede first place in the world to 
the Soviet Union have found a loud 
echo in Ronald Reagan’s campaign 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 

Actually, Reagan’s attacks on 
Kissinger and on the current 
orientation of United States foreign 
policy have given the former 
California governor’s campaign a 
much needed spark. Obviously, this 
is being felt in the White House. 

Thus far President Ford has 
shrugged off the sniping at 
Kissinger, a man he has charac- 
terized as one of the great 
diplomatic minds in American 
history. 

But then Ford, after appointing 
Nelson Rockefeller as his vice 
president, was unable to shield 
Rockefeller from the blasts of the 
same GOP rightwingers. In the end 
Rockefeller, under pressure, 
promised he would not stay on as a 
running mate with Ford after the 
expiration of the present term. 

Conservative Republicans may 
not always get all their own way in 
the party, but they are strong 
enough to exercise a definite veto

power over both candidates and 
policies. 

To follow this line of reasoning 
further, one party source pointed out 
that the Conservatives may not be 
able to nominate Reagan but they 
undoubtedly could orchestrate an 
attack that would force Ford to drop 
Kissinger or prompt Kissinger to 
bow out “voluntarily’’ to ease the 
pressure on the President.

be better off if Dr. Kissinger stays as 
secretary of state.” 

Nevertheless, Griffin said he 
became aware of the depth of the 
anti-Kissinger feeling in the party 
while campaigning for Ford in the 
recent North Carolina primary, an 
election Reagan won. 

If Rockefeller’s experience is any 
guide, Kissinger is going to have to 
do some fancy riding to stay in the 
saddle the rest of this year, much 
less hope to continue on as secretary 
of state if Ford wins a full term in 
the White House in the November 
election 

In Rockefeller’s case Howard H. 
(Bo) Callaway, Ford’s original 
campaign manager, kept telling 
Republican audiences that Rocky 
was a drag on the GOP and on 
Ford’s chances. Bo said this was just 
his own analysis, and the White 
House kept expressing great sur- 
prise that Callaway would talk like 
that 

Callaway since has fallen from 
grace, but not for getting 
Rockefeller Callaway resigned his 
campaign job later when an in- 
vestigation was launched to see if he 
was involved in a conflict-of-interest 
situation relating to a Colorado ski 
resort while he was still secretary of 
the army. 

Now Ford’s new campaign 
manager. Rogers C. B. Morton, may 
have started a process on Kissinger 
that Callaway started on 
Rockefeller 

Morton predicted the other day 
that Kissinger probably would not be 
secretary of state a year from today. 
This speculation was knocked down 
hard later by both Morton and the 
White House, but what Morton said 
still is floating a round in the political 
air. 

While Morton subsequently 
rejected any suggestion that he and 
the President were unhappy with 
Kissinger, there still was a ring of 
reality in his original comment. 


Morton pointed out that for seven 
years Kissinger had been directly 
involved with the most worrying and 
dangerous problems of international 
relations — first as assistant to the 
president for national security af- 
fairs and then as secretary of state 
In that time, Morton said, 
Kissinger is bound to have picked up 
“enough scars” and may want to do 
something else. The part about the 
scars is true enough 
It was noted Morton made his 
prediction to the California 
Republican Assembly, a con- 
servative group. His works in San 
Jose came winging back east at once 
and set minds boggling. Actually, 
Morton had hoped the Assembly 
would endorse Ford over Reagan 
but failed in that mission 
Meanwhile, Reagan was stating in 
his campaign speeches that Ford 
and Kissinger had allowed the 
United States to slip dangerously 
behind the Soviet Union in military 
power and that Kissinger actually 
seemed reconciled to this condition 
Reagan's source for all this ap- 
parently is retired admiral Elmo 
Zumwalt, now a Democratic can- 
didate for the U.S. Senate from 
Virginia Zumwalt has written a 
book critical of Kissinger and the 
whole detente policy toward the 
Soviet Union. 

According to Zumwalt he and 
Kissinger took the train together tc 
the 1970 Army-Navy football gave in 
Philadelphia In a glum mood 
Kissinger was supposed to have said 
Russia was the wave of the future 
and America the wave of the past. 
Therefore, Kissinger allegedly said 
he felt the United States would have 
to engotiate to secure the second 
best position available in the world 
The State Department denied 
Kissinger ever made any such 
statement, which in any event, it 
characterized as “totally contrary 
to U.S Foreign policy.” 

Still the beat goes on The Soviet 
adventure in Angola gave detente a 
hard knock. The basic fabric of 
Kissinger’s foreign policy is not 
nearly as popular in Congress, and 
presumably with the public as it 
used to be

It should be hoped that public 
reaction to state cuts of ancillary 
health services to Medicaid patients 
on January 1 is finally beginning to 
be heard The thousands of 
signatures to petitions calling for 
restoration of these services 
presented to the state legislature 
this week represent only the tip of 
the iceberg of public resentment 

The cutback order denying nur- 
sing home Medicaid patients and 
other badly needed occupational 
and speech therapy, dental, hearing 
and vision services, and most non- 
legend drugs, represented a 
precipitant action an the part of the 
state 

In more human terms, this means, 
for example, that an elderly patient 
having cataract surgery will be 
unable to obtain corrective lenses, 
those in need of dentures will be 
unable to properly chew their food, 
the hard-of-hearing will live in an 
aura of silence, and stroke victims 
may be unable to recover use of 
their limbs or speech 

Medicaid patients, their families 
and friends are now beginning to 
realize the multiplying impact of 
these service cuts and the long range 
effect it will have <n the health and 
welfare of older citizens 

The order struck hardest at the 
thousands of aged nursing home 
patients who must rely on Medicaid 
to assure they receive needed care 
for their illnesses but who are least 
able to voice a common complaint 
against cutback actions 

While all of us must appreciate the 
state's present financial problems, it 
is difficult for these senior citizens, 
who have contributed so much to the 
growth and development of the 
state, to understand wty they must 
be the major victims 


Now, no one believed that roll 
back would ever take place. 
Legislators conceded privately it 
was just a gimmick, a little white lie 
designed to make it easier for some 
of their fainter-hearted colleagues to 
vote for the increase 
The idea was that those voting 
'‘yes’’ could go home and tell their 
folks they had won a concession 
Once the 1976 election was over, the

The citizen action groups whom 
you would expect to immediately 
protest such action have been 
strangely silent and we commend 
Detroit Councilwoman Maryann

repealer would itself be repealed 
before it went into effect. 

Gov Milliken, in fact, publicly 
acknowledged that was the case, 
saying he did not expect the roll 
back to ever happen. 

But that was before the latest 
budget crunch and the proposal to 
change the fiscal year and have it 
start Oct. 1 and end Sept. 30. As they 
added up the numbers some people 
on Speaker Bobby Crim’s staff 
remembered the repealer It meant 
a loss of $20 million the final three 
months of fiscal 1977 When things 
are as tight as they are, that is a 
very wide margin. 

The situation must be changed 
now because the constitution 
requires the legislature to write a 
balanced budget They can’t count 
that $20 million, in other words, 
unless they have enacted the laws 
required to collect it. 

But this is an election year and the 
primary is drawing closer It’s one 
thing to raise taxes just after an 
election, another to do it just before 


That sort of thing makes candidates 
very nervous. 

It might raise some sympathy for 
the lawmakers if it weren’t a 
problem they created for themself. 
If they had been honest when they 
wrote the tax bill in the first place, 
they wouldn’t face their current 
problem 

This isn’t the first time a tax in- 
crease has been passed that way 
Back in 1971 the increase from 2.6 to 
3 9 percent was written to expire in 
one year, but then the expiration 
was repealed 

Backers of another increase this 
year have been proposing an in- 
crease which would be in effect for 
only 18 months Everyone knows tax 
increases are never temporary, 
however, and that it’s the repealing 
section that gets repealed, not the 
tax increase. 

Being a lawmaker can be a tough 
job There are lots of demands on the 
individual involved.

They are only 
reaping what they sowed

Practitioner of 
discrimination

WASHINGTON — Accepting an 
invitation to bacon and eggs the 
other morning Hubert Humphrey 
sat down with reporters and made 
his contribution to the elevation of 
the democratic dialogue. 

Presidential candidates who 
criticize Great Society programs as 
costly and ineffectual, said 
Humphrey, are engaging in a ‘new 
form of racism.' And who, asked the 
startled reporters, are the closet 
racists on the campaign trail? 

“Well,” said the practitioner of 
the “politics of joy,” * ‘Jimmy Carter 
is no racist — let’s get that clear.” 

Somewhere my old friend Murray 
Chotiner, who played Pagan to the 
young Richard Nixon’s Oliver, is 
sailing. A fellow of infinite jest and 
some savvy Murray was always the 
indulgent tutor to the young who 
would learn politics at his^knee. 

Tell us, Murray, we would ask, 
what do you do when your candidate 
is behind, and your opponent has a 
hidden personal problem. Murray 
loved the question; his answer was 
always the same. 

What you do, he sa id, is open every 
major speech with the categorical 
declaration; r ‘The fact that my op- 
ponent has been ruining around 
with his secretary and will be 
charged with adultery in his coming 
divorce suit is not, I repeat not, an 
issue in this campaign.’* Murray 
would chuckle and call that ‘taking 
the high road.” 

And when Hubert, praying for a 
deadlocked Democratic convention, 
made sure those reporters knew, 
“Jimmy Carter is no racist ... let’s 
get that clear,” somewhere Murray 
smiled and said, well done. 

Mr. Hum prey’s suggestion, 
however, that candidates taking the 
‘anti-Washington’ line are dabbling 
in racism was nothing compared to 
last week’s contribution to 
domestic tranquility from the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

Ruling 5-3, the Court said that 
blacks discriminated against by an 
employer deserve more than fair 
compensation. They are to be 
brought into the office or factory, 
given full fringe benefits, pension 
rights, seniority and rank dating 
back to the day of the act of 
discrimination, 

The victims of this judicial 
altruism will, as usual, be the in- 
nocent white working and middle- 
class males. Presisnably, the Court 
feels that Itallan-Amerlcans and 
Poltsh-Americani and will be 
brimming over with brotherly love 


when they see blacks brought into 
the shop, jumped over them in 
seniority, and retained when the 
layoffs come, while the white folks 
drift on down to the unemployment 
office. 

And the network boys can still give 
with the astonished looks when 
reporting surveys showing that 
lunch-bucket Democrats believe 
their government shows favoritism 
toward preferred minorities. The 
truth is, the government does. The 
truth is the U.S. Government is the 
foremost practitioner of 
discrimination in American life, a 
prime cause of continuing racial 
tensions and division. 

How did it happen? How did the 
spirit and letter of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, which promised ‘equal 
opportunity’ for all, become so 
perverted for an understanding, let 
us commend the address of Senator 
James Buckley on the Senate floor, 
March 2, 1976. 

When that legislation was 
passed, Hubert Humphrey promised 
that this act “does not require an 
employer to achieve any kind of 
racial balance in the work force by 
giving any kind of preferential 
treatment to any individual or 
group." 

Eleven years later, the “af- 
firmative action” boys at HEW 
stuffed their computers with 
statistics from the nation’s public 
schools, and came out with 90 school 
districts ‘indicted by computer’ for 
racial discrimination. Buffalo got 
the news with a cut-off of federal 
funds. 

Twelve years after Humphrey’s 
promise, Local 25 ofthe Sheet Metal 
Workers Union of New York City 
was ordered by the Department of 
“Justice” to hire minorities until 
representation reached 29 percent. 
Presumably, an unemployed white, 
with a family to support, who shows 
up looking for work will be told to go 
home and change skin color. 

To terminate such outrages, Sen. 
Buckley proposes that all "‘quotas’* 
based on race, religion, sex, creed, 
color or national origin be outlawed. 
Further, he asks that when an 
allegation of racism is made against 
a union or company, the burden of 
proof falls not upon some computer 
print-out, but the individual making 
the charge. 

This last embodies a principle that 
had some currency in the eastern 
part of our country two centuries 
ago. But “innocent until proven 
guilty” is apparently out of step with 
the Brave New World of '76.

Taxpayers' message 
reaching lawmakers

LANSING — For an expla nation of 
the defeat of the state land use act in 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, look to the short, stocky 
arms of its chairman, State Rep. 
Dominic J. Jacobetti 

The Negaunee Democrat's arms 
are being credited cr bla med, as the 
case may be, with the defeat of the 
controversial bill to get the state 
more involved in land use planning. 

The sponsor of the bill, State Rep. 
Philip 0. Mastin, (D-Hazel Park) 
said, “What happened here is that 
the committee chairman puts his 
arm around you and asks you for 
your support.” 

And, for many , it is difficult, if not 

impossible, to say ‘no’ to one of the 
most powerful members of the 
legislature. 

The appropriations committee 
voted 7-9 not to report the bill out of 
committee 

The big question is what effect 
Jacobetti had on the three negative 
votes from committee members 
from the city of Detroit. 

In the coming weeks, the dty of 
Detroit will be asking Michigan to 
support several functions 
traditionally paid for by the city To 
be successful in getting the money, it 
will be necessary’ to have the support 
of Jacobetti 

Knowing that Jacobetti feels 
adamantly against the land use bill, 
it would be hard to say ‘no’ to his 
request that you vote against it 

During the past weeks, Jacobetti 
has said he would do anything in his 
power to defeat the bill; that he 
would use any maneuver that he has 
learned during his 22 years in the 
legislature 

He agreed, however, to House 
Speaker Bobby Crim’s request that 


the bill be brought up for a com- 
mittee vote. 

Beside Jacobetti’s considerable 
influence against the bill, there were 
other factors Involved in its defeat. 

It’s election year and lawmakers 
are hesitant about tackling a con- 
troversial proposal so dose to the 
time when they have to face the 
people at the polls. 

The land use proposal has 
generated all kinds of spare talk all 
over the state about what it would 
do. There has been speculation that 
landowners would have to go to the 
state for a simple builefing permit, 
as well as charges that the proposal 
is designed to keep industry out 
of Michigan. 

At hearings around the state, 
property owners jammed hearing 
rooms and demanded that the 
legislaturedefeatMastin’s proposal. 

Lawmakers were deluged with 
hundreds of letters telling them that 
if they voted for the bill that they 
would not be reelected 

This kind of pressure has had an 
effect which was felt when the 
committee vote was taken. 

The Mastin proposal also comes 
during a time when there’s a 
sentiment against government 
regulation There’s talk about 
weakening many of the govern- 
mental regulations in effect; people 
are complaining that the govern- 
ment, at all levels, is too involved in 
their lives 

Their message has been getting to 
many of the lawmakers 

The future of state land use con- 
trols depends on the influence which 
Gov Milliken and the Democratic 
legislative leaders hip is able to exert 
on members who are reluctant to 
alienate a restless constituency' 

Without some leadership pressure 
from those two sides, it’s obvious the 
legislate e will not act on the 
proposal to further involve the state 
m deciding land use policy. 


Bicentennial blackjack 


Radicals practice political terrorism

WASHINGTON -“We are calling 
on the wives and children of 
America’s top business leaders,’* 
asserts the radical left-wing 
People’s Bicentennial Commission, 
”to begin a frank and open 
discussion, in their homes, of the 
immoral and amoral behavior of 
America’s financial leaders.’* 

The above statement is part of a 
tape-recorded message being sent to 
the private homes of some 8,000 
corporate executives by the radical 
People’s Bicentennial Commission 
(PBC) during the next month. It is a 
new form of political terrorism 
conceived by the PBC against the 
wives and families of businessmen, 
using the 200th birthday of our 
nation as a political smokescreen to 
push radical socialist ideas. Until 
now PBC has relied on propaganda 
in the media and trying to disrupt 
bicentennial events like the 200th 
celebration of the Battle of Concord 
earlier this spring in Massachusetts 
It was then that PBC radicals tried 
to prevent President Ford from 
speaking to a large crowd. 

Sending through the mails what is 
clearly material intended to harrass 
the families of businessmen is 
nothing less than the work of 
political thugs. The campaign is 
justified on the dubious and 
dishonest grounds that American 
corporations and executives are 
engaging in corporate criminality. 
*The new ethic of business im- 
morality/ states the PBC, "is 
poisoning the social fabric of our 
country and it must be stopped 
before it pervades every aspect of 
our life and turns us into a nation of 
cutthroats and thieves.** 

The immorality of the PBC 
campaign can be grasped if one 
pauses to reflect on the all- 
encompassing implication of their 
charges. Individuals in entirely 
separate corporations, because they 
happen to be affiliated with

business, is the standard of 
judgement used by the PBC The 
mere fact that a family head is a 
businessman makes him suspect 
and subject to harrassment. 

This is not only the crude smear 
technique of guilt by association, but 
is immoral since it is a fundamental 
repudiation of the concept of justice 
that judges an individual on his or 
her actions — with each considered 
innocent until proven guilty in a 
court of law — and individuals are 
not lumped together as a class or a 
group and charged with alleged 
criminality. Moreover the yardstick 
PBC uses inacting as judge and jury 
of corporate morality, is equally 
dishonest. It cites only a half dozen 
corporations that made payoffs to 
foreign political leaders Yet it 
extends suspicion and guilt to 8,000 
families. In its letter, PBC seeks to 
turn the wives and children of 
business executives into grand 
inquisitors of their own husbands 
and fathers. “This leaves the 
responsibility up to you,” states the 
PBC letter to members of the family 
of businessmen. “Why? Because 
moral conduct starts with the family 
unit. You and your family should 
take the necessary steps now to 
make sure your house is in order, 
spiritually and morally. ’* 

Only a Marxist who is dedicated to 
violent class conflict would use the 
tactic of sowing the seeds of 
suspicion among members of the 
same family. Like Marxists before 
them, the PBC mouths moralizing 
platitudes while using immoral 
means to achieve its end. The efforts 
of the PBC to use the bicentennial 
as a political weapon are to discredit 
the American business community 


as a whole. In using the bicentennial 
as a political blackjack the long- 
range goal of the PBC is to generate 
a climate of public hostility toward 
private industry so that the public 
will demand government controls on 
business and even take over vital 
industries. 

The ominious implication of the 
PBC’s latest campaign of 
harrassing the families of 
businessmen, or more precisely the 
employees of business, is that it may 
prove a prelude to more direct and 
violent action in this bicentennial 
year. For months the FBI and 
members of Congress have been 
receiving reports that left-wing 
radicals are planning to use the 


bicentennial as a justification for 
acts of violence, including bom- 
bings 

The PBC is posturing to the public 
that it is acting in the spirit of the 
American Revolutionary' heroes of 
1776 In reality, they are radicals 
more in keeping with the murderous 
types during the French Revolution 
of 1789. During the bloody ‘Reign of 
Terror.’ the French radicals judged 
men, not on the basis of individual 
acts, but because they belonged to a 
particular class and thus were 
condemned as enemies of the 
people As the historian of the 
French Revolution, Otto J Scott, 
has pointed out about the PBC: 
“They are emulating the French 
radicals, not the American 
Revolutionaries of 1776, since they 
are singling out one group, 
businessmen, as the cause for many 
social problems much as the French 
radicals singled out the French 
aristocracy as the sole cause of 
France’s troubles.”

Music teachers learning 
through special classes 


Americans love beef they eat 
more of itthan any other food And for 
smart shoppers now is the time to 
keep an eye on advertised specials 
and to stock up by purchasing an 
extra cut of beef for the freezer 

“Current attractive retail beef 
prices are the result of a shift in the 
beef supply,” says John L Huston, 
vice president, Beef Program. 
National Live Stock and Meat Board 
“Consumers are noticing the quantity 
of fed-beef increasing As this con- 
tinues, retail prices will remain at- 
tractive providing the perfect op- 
portunity for beef-loving Americans 
to stock up.” 

Huston noted that since last July 
when average retail price for Choice 
beef reached nearly $1 62 per pound 
(according to the USD A) prices have 
been on a steady decline to just under 
$1.42 per pound (average, first 3 
weeks of February — a more than 12 
percent decrease 

The easing of retail prices and the 
increasing quantities of fed-beef are 
direct results of last year’s record 
feed grain crops In 1972 about 78 
percent of all marketed cattle were 
grain-fed Grain was less expensive 
in surplus It was economical to feed 


grain to cattle to speed up production 
and improve quality In 1973 and 74 
poor crops resulted in grain shortages 
and skyrocketing production costs for 
cattle feeders Less than 50 percent of 
cattle marketed in 1975 were grain- 
fed Feeders simply could not afford 
to buy the grain Availability of fed- 
beef dropped off while more non-fed 
varieties of beef made their first 
appearance in 20 years in some 
markets. 

Following 1975 s record harvest, 
cattle on feed figures began to in- 
crease last fall The percentage of fed 
cattle could rise to 65 percent in 1976 

’’Stable grain prices and lower 
grain costs reducing feeding costs by 
as much as 10c per pound of gain has 
encouraged feeders to increase the 
numbers of cattle in their feedlots,” 
said Huston “The build up started 
last fall is. resulting in more fed beef 
and easing retail prices today ” 

“Current beef supplies and low r 
cattle prices are causing a difficult 
cost-price squeeze for cattle feeders, 
said Huston This is however, an 
excellent opportunity for consumers 
to save on their food budget 


Music teachers are finding more 
than music and music equipment in 
the Wayne Music Center these days. 

As part of a continuing music 
education program at the store, 
located in downtown Wayne, Dr. 
Marian Verhaalen recently con- 
cluded a 24-credit hour teacher 
training program, attracting in- 
structors from Jackson, Hillsdale, 
Lansing, the Detroit metropolitan 
area and Windsor, Ont. 

Dr. Verhaalen, a well-known 
composer and music educator, is a 
consultant with the National Piano 
Foundation and a member of the 
faculty of Alverno College of 
Milwaukee, Wis. 

Through her workshops at the 
Wayne Music Center, she has helped 
train teachers in group piano 
techniques, with special emphasis 
on improvisation, sightreading, 
transpositional skills and 
philosophies of creative music 
education 

Dr. Verhaalen, who received her 


doctorate in music education from 
Columbia University in New York in 
1971, has made a major contribution 
to understanding of Brazilian music 
in the United States Her approach 
to music education also has been the 
foundation of the development of the 
Contemporary Group Piano at the 
Wayne Music Center since its in- 
ception two years ago. 

Students in the program are 
trained by certified teachers to 
become creative musicians rather 
than receiving mechanical in- 
struction in a few selected pieces 

Dr Verhaalen was introduced to 
that form of teaching piano in 1963, 
when she attended a teachers* 
workshop by Dr. Robert Pace. She 
later served as his teaching 
assistant while at Columbia 
University. 

She has translated many of Pace's 
teaching materials into Portuguese 
for the Brazilian people She also has 
found that using such a method.

Consoling the bereaved 

Most people feel awkward when attending a wake of a 
funeral and being confronted by the bereaved There's 
a hesitancy of manner, a fear of saying the wrong” 
thing, an apprehension about possibly making someone 
cry. 

What most people do not seem fo realize is that these 
mixed feelings are very normal and natural reactions 
to death and those involved in a death situation Few of 
us are gifted as speakers or writers to choose the 
correct words to express our very sincere and personal 
feelings 

So, what do you say to a grieving widow -5 Usually, we 
advise a very simple 'Tm sorry,” accompanied by a 
firm gnp of the hand, an arm about the shoulder Such 
silent expressions of genuine concern are much more 
appropriate than talkative attempts at eulogies or 
forced expressions such as ” I know how you feel ” 
in other words, we should be sensitive to the feelings of 
those who are grieving Often this will make us more 
silent, more willing to listen, rather than forcing a 
conversation 

Most people who have suffered a personal loss will be 
far more moved and confronted by quiet, emotional 
expressions of sympathy than by a litany of the virtues 
of the person who has died 

Above all. don't try to "shake” a person out of his grief 
Grief is a natural, wholesome process by which the 
living are encouraged toward a healthy life after the 
loss of a loved one Only time can heal grief And only 
love can bring about its fullest therapeutic effect

O'Neill warns against chain letters 


Fraudulent chain letters have 
been around for many years, but 
odds are better now that a resident 
may receive one — this time with a 
Bicentennial theme — according to 
Belleville Postmaster R J O’Neil 

“A scheme, which involves the 
mailing of U.S. Savings Bonds, has 
shown up in major urban centers of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 


*' 


Maryland, Virginia and Florida.’ 
O’Neil said. “The letter with the 
Bicentennial gimmick urges those 
receiving it to mail $2 — $1 for each 
100 years — to the person whose 
name is first on the list in 
celebration of our nation's 200th 
birthday. 

“Chief Postal Insp C . Neil Benson 
has informed us that actual profits 
from chain letters usually are ob- 


Lamed only by those who originate, 
or enter, the scheme very early.” 

Chain letters requesting money', or 
other items of value, are non- 
mailable under the Federal Mail 
Fraud Statute They are considered 
fraudulent because of the likelihood 
that the chain will be broken and 
most participants will get nothing 
from their involvement 

The chain letter usually requires 


each of its recipients to sell, or mail 
copies, to a specified number of 
others, who also would be asked to 
continue the chain of mailings. 
Typically, the chain expands so 
rapidly that the number of prospects

Congressman William D Ford (D- 
15th District) has been given a 100 
percent ratings for 1975 bv the 
National Council of Senior Citizens 
and by the American Parents Com- 
mittee for his voting record on issues 
important to the two groups 

The National Council of Senior 
Citizens concerned itself with issues 
important to the elderly, while the 
American Parents Committee scored 
congressmen on their votes con- 
cerning children 

Nelson H Cruikshank, president of 
the senior citizen organization, said 
Ford has one of the highest 
cumulative “correct voting” record 
on senior citizen issues - 97 percent. 

Included in the senior citizens’ 1975 
listing were such issues as social 
security benefits, tax reductions, job 
for the elderly, domestic oil 
regulation, emergency housing 
assistance, food stamps lor the low- 
income elderly and the creation of a 
consumer protection agency 

The parents committee rated 
congressmen or issues, including 
child nutrition, education of han- 
dicapped children, school lunch 
legislation, the Health Services Act, 
education appropriations and tax 
deduction allowances for child care 
costs. 

Michigan’s 12 Democratic members 
of Congress scored an average 92.5 
percent “yes” voting record on the 
children issues, with six of the 
Democrats rating 100 percent. 

The Michigan Republican 
delegation scored an average of 34.2 
percent on the issues.

A chain letter, requiring each 
purchaser to send copies to six 
others, theoretically would reach the 
entire literate population of the 
earth by the time it reached its 12th 
link, O’Neil explained 

The fact that chain letters are not 
mailed does not exdude the scheme 
from being a violation of law, if the 
scheme involves the mailing of 
bonds or other valuable items, he 
added 

On the other hand, so-called chain 
letters which call for nothing more 
than recipes, picture po6t cards and 
the like, ordinarily are considered to 
be mailable because the items sent 
do not constitute a “thing of value,” 
under applicable law. However, 
postal cards involving “good luck” 
chain prayers, which contain a 
threat of bad luck to those who break 
the chain, are prohibited because it 
is against the law to place 
threatening matter on the outside of 
mail. 

Postmaster O'Neil cautioned the 
public to be especially alert for 
numerous current chain letters 
which contain a claim that they have 
been reviewed by some legal 
authority and officially approved for 
mailing. 

“This is not true,” O’Neil said. “I 
would appreciate having all chain 
letters received in this area 
promptly turned over to me, or to 
postal inspectors so that we can help 
protect the public from this illegal 
activity.”

The congressman sought who was 
responsible for a set-up at the 
Detroit post office in its bulk mailing 
center which mangled packages 
during processing 

At one point, Ford said: “The 
Postal Service finally has 
discovered a way to destroy the 
contents of a package without 
damaging the wrapper.” 

The congressman couldn’t resist 
putting a jab at postal officials 
because of his feelings about a $1 
billion “National Bulk Mail System” 
set-up, which he opposed when it 
was first proposed by former 
Postmaster General William Blount 
during the Nixon Administration. 

The congressman was most 
critical of the system because it 
reportedly has resulted in consistent 
damage to packages since its in- 
ception. 

Presently, there are 3.7 million 
damaged packages at the Chicago 
Regional Post Office awaiting 
claims. 

Ford added that the mail volume 
in the bulk mail system actually has 
decreased from 967 million 
packages in 1971 to 801 million 
during the past year. 

Ford likened the discovery of the 
roblems with the bulk mailing 
system to the campaign for an anti- 
ballistic missile system which later 
was found to be useless. 

“The postal service is displaying 
the same kind of mentality as 


President Nixon and others who for 
years demanded that Congress 
authorize a multi-billion dollar, anti- 


ballistic missile system, which it 
refused and which later was learned 
to have been unnecessary ”

“Each year, chicks, ducks and 
rabbits are dyed colors which is an 
inhumane practice This teaches 
children to be unkind to animals,” 
she said. 

The Humane Society of the United 
States estimates that 90 percent of 
the pets die within one week after 
Easter from cruel handling, 
inadequate care and feeding and 
abandonment 

“Children often squeeze and hug 
the life rigit out of baby animals, 
unaware that animals feel pain 
much as humans do,” Miss Shaffer 
added. “The animals often are the 
subject of tug-of-war skirmishes be- 
tween children, or are dropped and 
die of internal injuries.” 

Rabbits are turned loose in the 
woods and do not have parent 
animals to teach them how to forage 
for food and protect themselves. 
Some domestic rabbits are white 
and easily are spotted and killed by 
predators, she said. 

“Stores are filled with toy stuffed 
animals that do not transmit 
disease, do not suffer and die from 
internal injuries, do not have to be 
abandoned in shelters, and do not die 
in the wild,” MissShaffer continued 
“These are the kind children should 
have for a safe and happy Easter 
season.”

Bill would require insurance 


Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) has co-sponsored 
legislation requiring liability in- 
surance for automobiles brought 
into the United States by tourists, 
diplomats and other foreign visitors, 
entering the country for extended 
periods. 

•‘The United States is the only 
major country in the world that does 
not require liability insurance as a 
prerequisite for bringing 
automobiles into the country for 
personal use,” Congressman Ford 
said. “Under current law, the 
Customs Service is not required to 
check incoming autos to determine 
whether they carry insurance, even 
though foreigners are allowed, by 
treaty, to drive for up to a year with 
foreign license tags. 

'There is an obvious need to 
protect Americans against possible 
damage, both physical and 
property, by automobiles being 
driven without proper insurance 
coverage.* 

The U.S. Customs Service 
reported that 76,000,000 foreign 
vehicles were cleared to enter the 
United States last year. Many of 
these were repeat visits from 
commutors and frequent visitors 
from Canada and Mexico, but many 
were driven here for extended 
periods. 

“At the present time, we have no 
way of knowing how many of these 
cars were covered by adequate 
liability insurance,” Ford noted. “It 
is likely that most of them are, but it 
equally is likely that many of them 
are not. The danger to our citizens is 
apparent.”

And Crissey’s Chiefs again will be 
rated among the top squads in the 
state this season thanks to senior 
righthander Bill Parson who hurled 
Canton to the Western Six Con- 
ference baseball championship en 
route to a personal 13-2 won-lost 
record a year ago 

But, Parson isn’t the only reason 
the Chiefs will be tough again. 

Crissey has in his lineup Tom 
Close who batted .340 last year and 
was the Les Anders Tournament’s 
Most Valuable Player. Add the 
names of Dave Pink, Steve Dugan 
and Steve Hanis and the Chiefs have 
the nucleus of a championship team. 

“We have a murderous schedule 
this year,” said Crissey who opens 
up the 1976 campaign today against 
Livonia Stevenson, a highly-touted 
team “I’m guardedly optimistic we 
will do well, but you have to 
remember that the Western Six 
Conference is a baseball con- 
ference.” 

Crissey pointed out that since the 
Michigan High School Athletic 
Association has been conducting 
state championship the Western Six 
has produced a state champ 
(Livonia Churchill) and also two 
semi-finalists. 

“And no team in the league has 
ever been able to win the title two 
years in a row,” Crissey added. “All 
of this tells you what kind of a 
conference it is.” 

Crissey has a solid pitching staff to 
back up Parson including juniors 
Mark Perkins, John Young, Steve 
Morman and Dave Ost. 

If there are any weaknesses, it’s 
on defense, “up-the-middle,” says 
Crissey. 


“We lost Pete Randazzo and Brian 
Stemberger to graduation and both 
are doing well in junior college 
competition,” the Chiefs’ coach 
noted. “We’re trying to fill the holes 
with either Scott Collins or Bob 
Mandle at short and Kevin Randazzo 
(Pete’s brother) or John O’Connell 
at short.” 

Canton compiled an enviable 23-4 
won-lost record last year and area 
rivals will be gunning for the Chiefs 
this year. 

But if Parson has any kind of 
season like he had a year ago, 
Canton could break the “no repeat 
jinx” in the conference.

Chicago; Cincinnati 
and Hamilton County, 
Ohio; Portland, Oregon, 
and Riverside and Los 
Angeles, California are 
also now conducting some 
type of I-M program. 

These last several 
programs were ordered 

Steering 
not hard 
to maintain 

A power steering 
system is considerably 
more complex than a non- 
power system. But most 
power steering main- 
tenance can be ac- 
complished by the 
motorist or his service 
mechanic, and special 
tools usually are not 
required. 

The heart of a power 
steering system is a 
hydraulic pump that 
supplies the pressure to 
the wheels when you turn 
the steering wheel. Power 
steering pumps rarely 
break down as long as you 
make sure they have the 
proper amount of power 
steering fluid to do the 
job. Periodic checking of 
the fluid level is usually 
all that is necessary for 
regular maintenance 
Another item to check 
periodically is the belt 
that connects the pump to 
the engine. If this belt 
should break, your entire 
power steering system 
will cease to function 
immediately. 

When checking the fluid 
level and the drive belts, 
check the hoses th^t 
connect the pump to the 
other components in the 
system. Hoses should be 
firm and free of cracks. 
Connections should be 
tight and leak-free. 
Leakage from hoses and 
connections in the system 
is the major cause of fluid 
loss, the main cause of 
power steering failure. 

How can you tell if your 
power steering system 
needs attention? Usually 
the first sign is either an 
unusual noise (squealing, 
chattering or knocking 
sound) or a change in the 
“feel” of your steering 
(sluggishness, jerkiness 
or a tendency to pull to 
one side). 

If any of these symp- 
toms occur, get your 
power steering - system* 
checked.

I-M can have benefits 
beyond gasoline savings 
It results in more efficient 
running vehicles In some 
areas, it could mean 
numerous employment 
opportunities for 
qualified mechanics 
Most importantly, from 
EPA’s point of view, I-M 
makes city air more 
breathable. 

The areas now affected 
by I-M (and there are 21 
other regions that also 
ought to have this 
program in effect) need 
the additional amount of 
air cleanup provided 
simply to protect public 


health from the grossest 
hazards: respiratory 

ailments, the aggravation 
of heart disease, and 
increased death rates 

Studies have shown that 
all other controls in these 
areas — industrial, 
municipal and new cars 
replacing old cars — are 
by themselves not enough 
to achieve health 
protecting levels. 

I-M does provide 
cleaner air. New Jersey 
estimates that its carbon 
monoxide pollution has 
declined 13 percent since 
its program began. Other 
auto related pollutants in 
the state are also 
decreasing. 

For the other areas 
affected by I-M, this kind 
of improvement cannot 
be as easily cited since 


their programs have not 
been in effect as long as 
New Jersey s 

The annual cost to the 
motorist of an I-M 
program now varies 
between $1 and $5 per 
year either in additional 
registration fees or 
payments at the in- 
spection site At this time, 
four out of five cars have 
been passing the New 
Jersey test, and repair 
costs for those that 
haven’t have averaged 
between $30 and $35 

A large amount of 
leeway is provided states 
and localities by EPA in 
setting up 1-M programs 
tailored to their par- 
ticular needs and 
resources 

For example, I-M may 
be run separately or 


along with a safety in- 
spection; state-owned, 
contractor operated, or 
commercial inspection 
sites may be used; 
maintenance of emission 
controls may be initially 
introduced as a voluntary 
measure, pass-fail 
standards may vary 
somewhat, and two basic 
testing methods may be 
employed 

EPA does insist that I- 
M be done at least an- 
nually and that, regar- 
dless of specific program, 
the overall objective must 
be accomplished of most 
vehicles meeting the 
emission standards for 
their particular model 
year 

The quality of 
mechanical work done in 


I-M is obviously critical to 
consumer acceptance of 
the program In this 
regard, EPA and the U.S. 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare 
have available $100,000 in 
matching grants for five 
states (New York, 
Pennsylvania, California, 
Oregon and Arizona) to 
train instructors who will 
then train mechanics in 
the proper maintenance 
and repair of emission 
control hardware 

With Federal and Local 
cooperation, the future 
should see more 
motorists obtaining a 
regular I-M checkup. It 
will benefit their car, in 
most cases their 
pocketbook, and above all 
their health

Little things, par- 
ticularly in terms of car 
maintenance, can mean a 
lot in terms of fuel 
savings To prove the 
validity of the above 
statement, Shell Oil 
Company embarked on 
tests of procedures that 
could save the average 
car owner nearly three 
months worth of gasoline 
annually.

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California offers list of 'do's and don'ts ' 

Thirteen points to help you 
cut pollution, save on fuel 


If operating your car 
for low pollution doesn’t 
turn you on, then consider 
this. The same driving 
procedures that con- 
tribute to clean air also 
help save fuel. The 
California Air Resources 
Board has compiled the 
following list of “do’s and 
don’ts”. 

Keep car in good 
running order. Dirty 
carburetors, clogged air 
filters and worn out po ints 
and plugs not only waste 
gas and reduce engine 
performance, they also 
contribute to air 
pollution. 

Have smog systems 
serviced regularly. Smog 
devices reduce emissions 
only if they remain in 
working order. 

Don’t drive a 
“smoker.” The real 
danger to our air is not 
the visible smoke, but the 
invisible fumes. 
However, smoke means 
engine trouble, and 
engine trouble means 
pollution. 

Never be a “gas- 
pumper.” Many drivers 
produce needless 
pollution by pumping the 
gas throttle, sometimes 
several times, before 
starting. Hydrocarbons 


are spewed all over the 
neighborhood. 

To be a “clean’’ driver, 
depress the throttle only 
once. This sets the choke. 
Let your throttle come up 
halfway or all the way, 
following instructions of 
your vehicle owner’s 
manual. Now turn the 
key. A well-tuned engine 
will start instantly. 

Skip the warmup. 
Thanks to improved oils, 
no long warmup is needed 
with today’s cars. 
Driveway warmups of 
longer than 20 seconds 
are unnecessary. 

Use an easy takeoff. 
Cold engines are high 
polluters, especially when 
pushed fast. When your 
engine is cold, use a light 
touch on the gas pedal for 
a couple of miles. 
Otherwise, you may leave 
a long trail of fumes 
behind you before your 
engine warms up. 

Don’t “blast off.” 
Kicking the throttle all 
the way down makes the 
tailpipe spit fumes. 

Keep level speed. The 
less you change speed, 
the less you’ll foul up the 
air. Your car produces 
far more smog when it’s 
accelerating or 
decelarating than when 


it’s driven steadily. It also 
uses more fuel. 

Swear off sudden 
slowdowns. When, at high 
speeds, you take your foot 
off the gas suddenly, 
emissions zoom. A 
gradual stop causes a 
little extra pollution, but 
nothing like the pollution 
your car spits out when 
stopped suddenly. An- 
ticipation and 
preparation are the mark 
of a good driver. 

Avoid idling. When you 
wait for a freight train to 
pass or stop at the curb to 
chat with your engine 
idling, you add a heavy 
load of pollutants, 
especially carbon 
monoxide, to the air. Turn 
off your engine while 
waiting, whenever 
practical. 

Avoid stop signs and 
traffic lights whenever 
you can. Seek routes that 
help you keep your car 
moving steadily. Wehen 
you travel routes with 
many traffic lights, try to 
pace your driving to “hit 
the green.’’ A steady flow 
of traffic cuts pollution. 

Do cry over spilled 
gasoline. Remind your 
service station attendant 
not to overfill or “top out” 
your tank

Car in top shape can increase 
trade-in value by at least $500 


High car prices aren't 
always bad That’s a 
statement most would 
agree with when they are 
selling their own cars as 
used 

In most cases, the 
elevated prices of new 
cars have had a 
corresponding hike in the 
value of the used vehicle 
This is particular so when 
the older car appeals to a 
buyer 

A survey of 
professional buyers who 
work for new and used 
car dealerships revealed 
some “tricks of the 
trade’* that help them 
determine prices of cars 

Said one expert, “A 
used car that’s in top 
condition can bring as 
much as $500 more than a 
nearly identical car that’s 
been neglected In fact, if 
the neglect is severe 
enough, the trade-in may 
have virtually only scrap 
value & even if it’s a 
fairly late model car ” 

Physical looks of the 
car are important but 
appearance must be more 
than cosmetic deep, 
another expert claimed 
A fresh paint job might 
look nice at first glance 
but if it’s hiding damage, 
it could hurt the sale 

His advice. “As soon as 
a minor bump, nick or 


rust spot appears have it 
attended to by a good 
professional repair 
man.’’ 

Also, keeping a car 
clean at all times is the 
best protection against 
premature paint wear 
Again, if you do need a 
paint job, a quality job by 
a weel-equipped shop 
could pay off at trade-in 
time 

Engine condition is the 
next most suspect 
question of the potential 
buyer. 

A Pennsylvania used 
car man remarked, “I 
have a lot of customers 
who are trading in older 
cars because they are 
having chronic starting 
trouble. And you can bet 
the first think they look 
for in their newer pur- 
chase is starting ease 
Investing in a good set of 
plugs and making sure 
the battery is operating 
strong is a good in- 
vestment before trade- 
in.” 

A California used car 
dealer advised. “A revese 
twist on an old habit could 
bring in extra dollars, too 
Smart buyers want to 
have their mermechanics 
look over a car before 
they purchase to make 
sure there aren't anv 


obvious and expensive 
defects. As a private 
seller, you might be 
smart to have your 
mechanic look over the 
car to take care of defects 
like obvious oil leaks that 
could kill a sale.” 

A Florida dealer says 
the first look a 
prospective customer 
gets at a car may be the 
most critical one. On that 
basis, it would pay the 
owner either to send his 
car to a professional 
reconditioner or be 
prepared to exert a little 
extra elbow grease of his 
own. 

Naturally, the car 
should be cleaned and 
polished, inside and out. 
Upholstery should be 
cleaned with a good 
shampoo, glass and metal 
surfaces made spotless 

A guage that is not 
operating ora light that is 
out can stick out like a 
sore thumb. It may cost 
only a matter of a few 
dollars to repair an item 
that could squelch the 
whole deal

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Thorough tune-up is needed 
when aim is best performance 


Better gasoline 
mileage, more pep, surer 
starting are all benefits to 
be derived from an engine 
tuneup. But to get the 
maximium the service 
offers, Champion Spark 
Plug Company suggests 
the motorist should 
become acquainted with 
what a good tune-up is 
and insist on receiving all 
ingredients. 

Before having a tune-up 
performed, make sure 
that the engine is in 
condition to benefit The 
engine should be in 
generally good 
mechanical condition, 
critical parts lubricated, 
the cooling system and 
exhaust functioning. An 
engine with burned 
valves, worn or damaged 
piston rings cannot be 
tuned properly until worn 
or damaged parts are 
repaired. 

So it is important that 
cylinder balance and 
compression checks be 
performed to help detect 
any serious malfunctions. 

Basics of any tune-up 
include changing of spark 
plugs and points and 
condenser in cars so 
equipped. Some cars have 
electronic ignition 
without points and con- 
denser. Checking all 
ignition components is 


recommended and if 
.replacement of items that 
come in sets (such as 
plugs and plug wires) 
becomes necessary, then 
change the whole set. 

Installing one or two 
plugs or wires is false 
economy since if several 
units need replacing then 
their mates will probably 
wear otit soon. 

The carburetor, which 
delivers the proper 
mixture of air and fuel to 
the intake manifold, 
should be checked for 
leaks in the gasket area 
Excessive dirt and 
varnish, improper choke 
and faulty linkage also 
are possible carburetor 
defects. 

Related areas such as 
fuel pump, air filter, fuel 
line and fuel filter should 
be checked as part of the 
tune-up procedure. 

Various emission 


control devices have been 
introduced into cars in the 
past few years. Each of 
these devices must be 
checked to make sure it is 
properly functioning for 
best performance, 
dependability, economy 
and reduced exhaust 
emissions. 

So, when you see an ad 
for a tune-up at an un- 
believably low price, 
check what you are 
getting for that price. 

Does it include parts or 
merely labor? Is the shop 
equipped with devices 
like engine oscilloscopes, 
exhaust gas analyzers 
and other sophisticated 
quipment? 

A good tune-up that will 
save you money and help 
your car to top per- 
formance won't come 
cheaply. But a cheap 
tune-up is no bargain. 


Follow directions 


if servicing converter 


Sometimes it isn’t 
“business as usual” when 
servicing a new model 
car equipped with a 
catalytic converter. TAke 
the matter of using a 
carburetor cleaner or 
other fuel additive. 


Unless these substances 
are used in a certain 
prescribed way, they 
could cause damage to 
the converter, rendering 
it useless. Read and 
follow the directions 
exactly.

Make sure windshield 
wipers are in shape 


As with so many other 
vital components on your 
car, your windshield 
wippersare most likely to 
fail just when you need 
them the most— like 
during the next storm 

In the summer, heat, 
smog, and even your 
service station at- 
tendant’s windshield 
washer spray are 
working together to 
reduce the efficiency of 
your wiper system It s no 
wonder, after sitting 
quietly on your wind- 
shield and deteriorating 
day-in and day-out, that 
they often fail to do their 
job 

The best time to check 
your windshield wiper 
system is during a 
rainstorm Or you can 
check it the next time you 
go through a car wash 
You can also perform a 
good check while 
someone sprays your 
windshield with a garden 
hose 

However you choose to 
check your wipers, you 
should check them on 
both the fast and slow 
speeds 

If any trouble symp- 
toms are present, you 
should replace as much of 
your wiper system as is 
necessary to eliminate 


the problem. In many 
cases, all that is needed 
are new squeegees (the 
rubber parts that contact 
the windshield) 

When you do replace all 
or part of your wiper 
blades, make sure you 
replace both sides at the 
same time If one wiper is 
shot, it’s a good bet the 
other one is about to go, 
too. Safe vision during 
hazardous road con- 
ditions is too important to 
risk for a few' dollars 
Here are five visible or 
audible indicators that 
will signal the need for 
attention to your wind- 
shield wipers Clear 
driving vision is 
especially important 
during the bad weather 
season Check for the 
following signs of 
malfunctioning 


Unlike a tire that 
suddenly blows out with a 
loud bang, worn shock 
absorbers can fail with 
little advance warning. 
Yet when shocks fail, the 
results can be just as 
perilous as a blow-out. 

To avoid such a danger. 


1. Streaking — arcs of 
unwiped moisture within 
the wiping area 

2. Hazing — a thin, 
hard-to-see-through film 
covering most or all of the 
wiping area even after 
the blade has just been 
wiped 

3. Chattering — a 
‘‘stuttering’’ motion of 
the blade accompanied by 
a “chattering” noise as 
the blade sweeps across 
the windshield, with some 
areas left unwiped 

4. Scalloping — a 
ragged outer edge in the 
wiping pattern. 

5. Rattling — no visible 
signs of problems, but the 
wiper blade sounds as if it 
were very loose Can be 
reduced or eliminated by 
switching to polycar- 
bonate blades 


ask your service man to 
check shocks every time 
the car is on the hoist f or a 
lube job or similar ser- 
vice 

This is particularly 
important if your present 
shocks have more than 
20,000 miles of wear on 
them.

Recipe for gasoline economy 


FOR THE CAR 

1. Low rolling 
resistance. This means 
maintenance of the 
prescribed tire pressure, 
brakes and do not bind or 
grind and well adjusted, 
free-moving wheel 
bearings. 

2. Correct adjustment 
of carburetor and 
ignition. Clean air filter 
elements and main- 
tenance of a sufficiently 
high engine temperature 
(low temperatures in- 
crease fuel consumption). 

FOR THE DRIVER 

1. Gentle driving, 


especially when starting 
from rest and early 
shifting into the next- 
higher gear. If tran- 
smission is automatic, 
make it shift upwards at 
low speeds and use the 
kickdown sparingly. 
Brake gently. Remem- 
ber: high engine revs 
need more fuel and a lot 
of energy will be wasted 
by high braking. 

2. Select your speed 
according to the 
developing traffic 
situation. If lights are 
red. don’t rush up and 


brake, but let the car roll 
gently, so when the lights 
change, you can ac- 
celerate without changing 
gear. 

• 

3. Every car has a 
"most economical” speed 
range. Usually around 50 
mph. Keep it to that speed 
wherever possible. Never 
‘‘pump” on the ac- 
celerator. This squirts 
raw fuel into the engine — 
at your cost. Driving at 
changing speeds is 
uneconomical — driving 
at a steady speed saves 
ruel 


That's oil, folks 


Oil cans may not be the 
most stimulating form of 
literature, but a few 
seconds spent scanning 
the can tops may prove 
worthwhile to the 
maintenance-conscious 
motorist. This is par- 
ticularly true with the 
new motor oil coding 
system that recently went 
into effect. 

UUnder the new code, 
several parts of the 
coding system remain 
constant. The SAE stands 
for Society of Automotive 
Engineers and the 
numerals 10, 20, 30 and 40 
still indicate the viscosity 


or flow characteristics of 
the oil. 

A designation such as 
10W30 indicates a 
multipurpose oil covering 
a wide viscosity range. 
The W means the oil is 
specially suited to win- 
tertime use. 

In addition to the SAE 
viscosity rating, there is 
an API or American 
Petroleum Institute 
classification of ML 
(Motor Light), MM 
(Motor Medium) or MS 
(Motor Severe). All 1964 
or later models require 
the MS class of oil. 

While cans bearing the 


above API designations 
are still in circulation, 
they eventually will be 
supplanted with ones 
marked SA, SB, SC, SD, 
SE or CC. 

SA through SC are for 
light duty use such as 
lawn mower engines. 

SD oil is the generally 
accepted lubricant for 
most present-day cars. 
CC will be for diesel 
engines. 

The SE oils will be used 
for future engines with 
greater heat-resistant 
requirements
